It is a very important s 
since so large a part of our Service may be musical, and 

since the Hymns and Chants not only form a pleasing fea¬ 
ture and afford a grateful variety in our worship, but con¬ 
tain also, in familiar and beautiful form, the most precious 
truths of the Gospel of our Saviour, Christ. 

These Hymns and Chants are for all, and when a large 
part of the congregation is practically barred from using 
them, or systematically discouraged in trying to do so, there

Not to speak of music that is light, and uns

4- The qualified electors of each Mission Congregation, not in a 
Parish, which has been organized under the above sections for twelve 
months, shall choose, annually, on Easter Monday, by ballot, from their 
own number, not less than three nor more than eight persons, of 

whom no more than one may be a female. The persons chosen by 
a majority of the votes cast at such election, when confirmed by the 
Bishop, and organized, shall, together with the Missionary (when 
present) constitute a Mission Committee, and continue in office until 
their successors shall have been confirmed and qualified. 

5- Qualified voters shall have the same qualifications with those on 
Vestry Elections. Canon XI, sections 2 and 3. 

6. As soon as may be, after the persons elected are appointed by 
the Bishop, they shall organize as a Committee, signing the Vestry¬ 
man's declaration (Canon XI, section 5,) the word “ Parish ” being 
omitted, and “ CmmmUieeman ” substituted for Vestryman, and elect 
a Warden, Registrar and Treasurer, to hold until successors are ap¬ 
pointed. Meetings shall he opened with prayer when practicable. 

7* Three or a majority of the qualfied members of the Committee 
shall constitute a quorum. Their duties and those of the officers 
shall be the same with those of the Vestrymen and officers, (Canon 
XI i, except so far, as those refer to calling a Minister. 

8. It Shall he the duty of each Mission Station to send a Representa¬ 
tive to the Annual Council, to take such part as the Council may 
alk >w.

REPORT OF THE MISSIONS’ 



There is nothing the Committee of Missions more desires

There is very often surprising ignorance about these 
withstanding the fact that the pages of the Journals and 
of the Church News give very full information in regard 
We have heard quite recently, and it is not the first case 
of a Vestry of worthy and intelligent men who were surprized 
at the statement that their own Church was receiving aid from 
(he Missions’ Committee, although the help has been regularly given 
for some years, and it is hard to see how without that help the 
Services could have been maintained, and we suppose that but few of 
our Congregations realize how much they are indebted to the nursing 
care of our Diocesan Missionary Society. Some figures will be 
appended to this Report which will help to bring 
more directly before the minds of our Church 








One great result, we always try to aim at in all 
deepen the sense of personal responsibility, and so to stimulate 
Congregations that now receive aid that they may take their 
more and more under their own management, and carry it on a 
own charges, in order that we may be the more free to help 
weaker points and carry the ministration of our Church still further 
into the regions beyond. 

The Committee is aware that difference of opinion may prevail in re¬ 
gard to the general policy of our Missionary work. The idea has 
indeed been suggested more than once, that perhaps it would be 
better for us to concentrate more that we do. But the question at 

once arises, where shall we concentrate ? All our towns of any size 
and promise have long since been occupied, and even when we have 
not been able to secure Sendees in such towns every Sunday, expe¬ 
rience proves it to be a serious question how far it is expedient 
beyond the ability and desire of the people, in providingsuch 
especially when it could not be done, except by 





oo 
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sections of country where we have scattered Communicants who out¬ 
number those in the towns we speak of. 

In this connection the Gommittee desire to call special attention to 
a Missionary report sent in as supplementary to his regular Parochial 
reports, by the Rev. Mr. Hammond. It is a report of scattered Com¬ 
municants in three Counties, and illustrates admirably just the kind of 
general care of the interests of our Church, which is needed all over 
the Diocese. 


The problem we have to solve has peculiar conditions. We have 
work not only in a sparsely settled country', with but few 

towns of any size, but the few Church People we have even in this 
large territory, are so widely scattered that it makes the ordinary 
conditions of our ministrations more than usually difficult. Practically, 
we have had to make our choice between carrying on our work in what 
may have seemed to many a rather desultory' kind of way, or giving it 
up altogether in a large part of the Diocese. The methods we have been 
compelled to adopt, although the only practicable ones, are expensive 
both as regards the time of the Missionaries and the outlay of money. 

And not only so, but in the nature of the case we shall have to be 
content, it may be for long years, with this kind &f Missionary work, 
and not be discouraged because large Missions and Self-supporting 
Churches are not built up. The small communities, in which for 
most part we labor, and which have a population so much divided 
their Ecclesiastical relations, will not aftord us opportunity for 
other kind of work, fora long time. The best that we can often hope to 
do is to provide one or two Services a month—-sometimes these on a 
week day. This may seem to some to be doing very little, but expe¬ 
rience has abundantly proved that by doing this we not only hold our 



ow 



together, but that the little bands so fostered grow stead¬ 
ily, that Churches spring up, that prejudices against our Church are re¬ 
moved, and that we are thus put in a position where we are ready 
to avail ourselves of the increasing population, and the better facili¬ 
ties to carry on our work throughout the State, and seize such oppor¬ 
tunities as may present themselves to put it upon a permanent 
basis. 


In looking forward to and working for this day, we have not will¬ 
ingly neglected even the feeblest band of Church people of whom we 
have knowledge, and for whom there seemed to be any reasonable 
prospect of making provision. „ We have everywhere encouraged 
the building of Churches and Rectories and the acquisition of prop¬ 
erty, not despising the day of small things, but willing to be founda¬ 
tion builders, even if nothing more, for those that are to come after 


One great difficulty in the way of arriving at a full understanding 
of the progress of our work from year to year, is the fact that the 
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various combinations of Churches and Missions, under one charge, 
which from time to time have been made in the interest of the sup¬ 
port of the Ministry and the maintenances of Services, have not been, 
and in the nature of things cannot yet be, considered permanent. Some¬ 
times we have to add, and sometimes to take from a Mission field as 
the immediate requirements of the work demand, and oftentimes we 
have been prevented by sheer inability from undertaking what was 
manifestly best for the work. 

Too much praise cannot be awarded to the faithful men, who for 
eight years past, have, as the Commissioned Ministers of this Church, 
borne aloft the Standard of the Cross among the hills and valleys of 
West Virginia. If anything has been accomplished for the glory of 
the Master and for the good of man, it is, under God, due to their 
diligence and discretion, to their loyalty to their work, and their pa¬ 
tient self-denial in maintaining it. The Diocese owes it to them and 
to itself, that it bend every energy to give them a better support. 
According to the Reports in the last Journal, our Missionary force, con¬ 
sisting of fifteen men were receiving average salary of about $325.00 
from the people to whom they minister; the various Missionary funds, 
Diocesan and Geiteral, in about equal proportions, increased this 
average to $576.00 and by counting the value of eleven Rectories, 
we get a general average salary for our Missionaries, from all sources 
of about $625.00. With such inadequate support these men have 
bravely and cheerfully stood at their posts, and by God’s blessing are 
to-day everywhere pushing forward the work of the Church, through¬ 
out* the the length and breadth of the State. 

It is believed that we have npw reached a point when it will not 
be expedient for us, at present to attempt any material increase in our 
Clerical force. We believe that many points we now occupy must be 
content to remain a part, as it were, of an extended circuit for some¬ 
time to come. After several existing vacancies have been filled we 
believe that our Missionary work will be most successfully prose¬ 
cuted by giving a better support to the men we now have in the field, 
and encouraging them to embrace, in their occasional, if not in their 
regular ministrations, the most promising available points in the usual 
circuit of their travels. 

In thinking how this can be done, it is encouraging to note that we 
have been able to make our appropriations on a larger scale year by 
year. At the Council in Clarksburg in 1879 the Treasurer reported to 
the Council, as expended during the year $805.36. This year he 
reports $1,816.29. 

We can not however, say as much in regard to the stipends paid 
by the Churches and Missions as their own direct contributions to¬ 
wards the support of the Ministry. We think these often fall short 
of what both duty and interest require, and there has not been such 




o 
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steady and general increase in the amounts as we could have desired, 
and in many cases did hope to see. Just here, we are convinced, 

is the weak point in the average Congregation. We appeal to the 
Vestries and Committees to be more diligent and systematic in caring 
for the interests entrusted to them ; and we also appeal to our people 
everywhere to try and realize more distinctly, that as they are the 
power back of Vestries and Committees, so upon them the ulti¬ 
mate responsibility must fall. Let them devise more liberal things, 
and do their part more faithfully in the work which their hands find 
to do. 

We plead for an average salary of 1 1,000.00 instead of #625. 
The Committee asks the Diocese at large to stand by them in 
endeavor, and to make such a thing possible, they beg that the Ves 
tries and Committees and the people generally will take up this mat 
ter with all the seriousness and energy which its importance 
urgency demand. It is a question for each Congregation receiv 
aid, large or small, to consider what more they can accomplish 
their own support by an energetic and systematic administration 
their finances, and it also becomes the individual friends and mem¬ 
bers of our Church to ask themselves with all honesty of purpose 
whether they are doing quite all that they ought to do, to sustain and 
push forward our work. The little band who have gathered around 
the Missions’ Committee, in response to many appeals, and pledged 
themselves to make special individual contributions in addition to 
ordinarily made through the Offertory, have rendered great ser- 
our Mission work. May we not hope that a plan that has 
been so auspiciously begun will be carried on to a still greater degree 
of efficiency. 

During the past eight years, our Diocesan Missionary Society has 
disbursed 511,134.36. It well becomes the Churches and Missions 
have enjoyed such long continuance af nursing care and protec- 
to rise more and more to a sense of their own responsibility, and 
not only to contribute more liberally to the general work, but help it 
on in a still more effectual way, by doing what some seem never to 
think about, 1. e „ striving continually to attain to a self-supporting 
and independent position. 

We ask $2,000 for the coming year, and we ask also for an advance, 
all along the line, in the salaries pledged and paid.

money comes and where it goes. Of course it will be understood 
that in some of the places mentioned there have been regular contri¬ 
butions for one or two or three years, as the case may be, still it is 
believed that the statistics fairly argue in favor of an increased number 
of collections for this Fund. The various sums are reported in round 
numbers, and in copying them from the Treasurer’s book, each Church 
collection and each individual subscription that has come to him as 
such, is counted as a distinct contribution.

By a comparison of the Reports on Sunday Schools 
1885, your Committee finds for the last year a gain of 
Teachers, and a loss of ten Scholars. This is very singular, 

more increase in Teachers than in Scholars. It is usual _ 
reverse of this. 

But in making this comparison we notice that the Sunday Schools 
of St. Luke’s Church, Wheeling, Emmanuel Church, Volcano, and 
St. John’s, Brooke county, are not reported for 1885. These three 

Schools account for a loss of twenty Teachers, and three hundred 
and seventy-two Scholars. Now, if we add these Teachers and 
Scholars to the side of gain, instead of loss, we will have an increase 
of fifty-two Teachers, and three hundred and sixty-one Scholars for 

the year. This makes the proportion better between Teachers and 
Scholars. To this Report we may add the Sunday Schools at Shaw, 
Okonoko, Bruce Chapel, Summit Point, and Morgantown. 

So much for the facts. But still the Sunday School work 
Diocese is not what it should be, in extent, or efficiency. It is 
its infancy. Nor must we forget the power of early i 
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necessity of laying better foundations. For upon getting the 

children into our Sunday Schools, and teaching them the funda¬ 
mentals of doctrine, depends, largely, the future stable growth of the 

Church. 

The Canons define the duty of this Committee to be, “To 
secure the establishment and organization of Sunday Schools, Bible 
Classes, and other means of Religious Instruction, and to secure the 
co-operation of competent Teachers# and workers, to promote 
interest in the work, and to give information upon all matters per¬ 
taining to the work in this Diocese.” 

And yet the Committee is practically unable to do the duties 
scribed. It is true, some Schools are organized, and 
established. But the co-operation “of competent Teachers 
workers” is a failure, simply because no on® will co

REPORT. 

Your Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report, that 
from documentary evidence furnished them, and from their personal 
knowledge, they are satisfied that there has been no abatement of 
zeal and interest on the part of our people in the year past. The 
movement of the Church in the Diocese is steadily forward ; new 
fields have been occupied, new Churches built, Rectories secured, and 
the total offerings of the people largely increased over the previous 
year. There is cause for encouragement and thankfulness in this; for 
the year past, in the opinion of those most competent to judge, has 
been one of the most distressing that this section of our country has 
experienced. To receive, under these circumstances, such excellent 
Financial Reports, means a great deal, for the liberality of the people 
Is conditioned by the state of business; the pew rent or other Contri¬ 
butions to Church work frequently being the first thing that Is reduced 
when they feel the necessity of exercising any degree of personal 
economy. 

Our Bishop has alluded to the fact that the Council is now meeting 
at the place where, eight years ago, the Organization of the Diocese 
was completed and the summons extented to him to become the 

Chief Shepherd of the work in West Virginia. It is not necessary !

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that we occupy your time by contrasting the condition of the Diocese 
of to-day with what it was then. Let it suffice to say, that to the 

devotion and energy of the man, whom the little band of Clergy 
and 'Laity called from his pleasant charge in Baltimore, is due the 
present condition of the Church in West Virginia. We deem if. then 
incumbent on the members of this Church to do all in their power to 

sustain the Bishop’s efforts, to relieve him of anxiety and care, so far 
as may be possible, in matters of Diocesan work. It is probable 
that he will deem it desirable to attempt the establishment of some 
Institutions, now recognized as essential to active Christianity, as Hos¬ 
pitals, Schools, Orphanages, Homes for the Destitute and Aged; let 
the Diocese as such, give hearty support to such efforts. The begin¬ 
ning of such works may be small, nevertheless, if such beginnings be 
now made they will share in the prosperity which the future certainly 
holds in store for this State. 


Another matter that some members of your Committee have much 
at heart is the care of the isolated Episcopalians in the Diocese, and 
we suggest that either the Sunday School Committee, or a special 
Committee, to be appointed by the Council, shall make an effort to 
reach these Brethren by stated communications, personal visitation 
being impossible, and to let them know that the Church is cognizant 
of their existence and thoughtful of their spiritual welfare. 

Another suggestion we would make is, that the Convocations shall 
be established by Canonical regulation and not left, as at present 
voluntary Organizations, and that each Convocation shall have a 
Clerical and Lay Representative in the Missionary Board of the Dio¬ 
cese. We believe that such an arrangement would have valuable 
results.

You: Committee on the Episcopal Fund beg leave to say we have 
examined the Report of Judge George W. Thompson, Trustee of said 
Fund, and find the same to be correct in ever particular. 

We have good reason to rejoice that the Diocese has been able to 
meet its obligations in full ; but a hint to the wise ought to be suffic¬ 
ient ; therefore we call the especial attention of every member of this 
Council,, Church, and Diocese, to the last part of the Trustee’s Re¬ 
port, in which he refers to a deficit in receipts for the third quarter of 
the year just closed ; and we would emphasize, if possible, what be has 
there said on the subject.

Born, December 7th, 1804, in Pittsylvania County, Vir-

ginia. He was, for many years, a Methodist Minister^ 
but in December, 1840, was ordained Deacon, by Bishop 
Moore. 

His first Charge was Moore Parish, Campbell County, 
Virginia, where he was Ordained Priest, by Bishop 
Meade. 

In 1848, he removed to Weston, Lewis County, where 
he acted as a Missionary, built a Church, and organized 
a Parish. * 


From 1852 to 1856, he resided in Wellsburg, teaching 
school, and officiating in the two Brooke County Parishes. 

In 1856, he taught school in Ravenswood, Jackson 
County, and did Missionary work there and in the adja¬ 
cent Country. 

In 1859, he became Rector ol Christ Church, Ports¬ 
mouth, Ohio, where he remained until after the breaking 
out of the war. 

From 1862 to 1866, he labored successfully in Kentucky, 
teaching and preaching. 

In 1867, he removed to West Virginia, where he was en¬ 
gaged, as long as his strength remained, in Missionary 
work, In Sistersville, Volcano and other points. 

And with the record of a long and useful life behind 
him, he peacefully entered into his rest, at Parkersburg, 
West Virginia, September 3rd, 1885. Age, eighty years, 
nii^e months, and sixteen days. 

Orthodox, holy, fearless, he preached the Gospel with 
no uncertain sound ; but his best Sermon was his life.

of last year, St. James, Lewisburg, was credited with $5,32, which 
$15.32, as was credited in my hank book, but my amanuensis 
o- -. This makes the balance on hand $225-85. 
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The Trustee says that he has generally been in condition as to funds to pay 
the salary to the Bishop, as it becomes due at the end of each quarter res¬ 
pectively. 1 'his, however, was not the case with the last quarter of the year 
just past, a deficit having occured by the same delinquency referred to in his last 
repqrt. This deficiency, however, has been made up by the promptitude of 
other portions of the 1 riocese. A comparative examination of his former 
and present reports will show the gratifying fact of new sources of income to 
this Fund, which is, of itself, evidence of the growth of the 
Church, and willingness on the part of the people to maintain its dignity 
and usefulness. In the short period of our Diocesan existence, we have in¬ 
creased the Bishop's Salary from $ 2,200 to 52,500, and give him one hundred 
dollars per year .‘or contingencies. This increase of the salary to the Bishop 
has been, in itself, just and proper, and the Diocese has shown its ability to main¬ 
tain it. Those that arc conversant with the life of the Bishop, know that all 
this increase of salary has been returned to the Diocese most fully in the 
prejieration and encouragement of young men for the Ministry in the service 
of the Diocese. We arc not in many ways reaping the best returns for such

Other indications of a steady growth might easily be given, but 
this 'will suffice to justify the encouragement which your Commit¬ 
tee has received in reviewing the affairs and state of the Church. 

But your Committee, while citing these, out of a multitude of 
other encouraging facts, cannot refrain from calling attention to 
certain things which, serious in themselves, may, if not seriously 
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looked after, result in crippling the activity of our Diocesan 
It is well known that in the Canons there are five objects 
which each Rector is canonically required to make at least one 
offering in his Parish in the course of each conciliar year, viz: 
Diocesan Missions, the Contingent Fund, the Permanent Fund, 
the Fund for Widows and Orphans and Disabled Clergy, and the 
cause of Theological and Religious Education.

The most hopeful tiling is 
the united effort with which our people are working. A wise and 

prudent business talent, on the part of our gentlemen, to the Savior’s 
work, and faithful energy on the part of our ladies, united with earn¬ 
est prayers, have borne large fruit for the Master. The Sunday School 
is very large and prosperous, well administered by a most successful 
Superintendent, and is a constant source of strength to the Church. 

A number of colored scholars (37) are taught, but we have no col¬ 
ored members of the Church. The congregation is organized into 
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Chapters, and may be called “Workers for our King,” each one seek¬ 
ing to do his or her part, and many of them are very little workers.

Since our last session we have also lost the faithful custodian of 
our Episcopal Fund, Judge George W. Thompson. He took great 
interest in the formation of the Diocese, and was present as a Deputy 
from Virginia at the General Convention of 1877, which effected it, 
helping by his testimony and influence to bring about the result. 
Since that time Judge Thompson has served repeatedly in our Dio¬ 
cesan Councils, and in the General Conventions, as his failing health 
permitted. Although for some years past his eye was growing dim 
and his natural force abated, he always had a keen interest in every¬ 
thing connected with the progress of our Church in West Virginia. 
Of a profoundly philosophical mind, he retained to the last a simple 
faith in the Gospel of Christ as the power and wisdom of God. 
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We have had also to lament the loss of Major J. C. Coveil, of 
Romney. It Is chiefly to his energy and zeal that we are indebted 
for the erection of St. Stephen's Church. But important as he was 

to us in our work, he filled his chief measure of usefulness as the 
Principal of the State school for the Deaf, Dumb and Blind. He 
united in a remarkable degree the qualifications necessary for such 
a difficult post of duty. He had rare administrative ability and 
great personal influence with the pupils. He took the liveliest 
interest in the religious welfare of the scholars, and used his great 
gifts for their benefit with a faithful assiduity. Himself the son of a 
clergyman, he had been intended for the church, but I doubt not 
found his true call to duty in the work which he carried on for so 
many years with such brilliant success.

We have come into these various Chris¬ 
tian communities not as selfish intruders, but because our presence has 
been needed and desired ; and it is pleasant and helpful to think that 
now after these ten years of aggressive work that there is a more 
kindly feeling towards our Church among the people of West Vir¬ 
ginia than ever before. I trust that in all our future activities we 
shall still keep the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace. 

The general history of our Churches has been one of healthful 
progress, with the exception of three or four, which, owing to a 
variety of circumstances, some of them beyond their control, have 
either stood still, or gone back, they have moved steadily forward, 
and now at the end of these ten years of independent Diocesan life, 
having raised and spent perhaps as much as $175,000 in the way of 
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self-equipment—building thirty Churches, ten Rectories, three 
Schools, a Hospital and an Episcopal Residence—we ought to be 
in condition to do a great deal more than ever we have done here in 
this vineyard of the Lord. 

A point I have insisted upon time and again, but one which de¬ 
mands renewed consideration, and still more decided emphasis, is 
the necessity for more systematic effort in doing this work. I 
speak frankly for myself and for my brethren of the clergy, when 
I say that I do not think we want to shirk any work that rightly 
belongs to us, but that we feel that we ought to be relieved more 
and more from the grinding care of serving tables.

In making the annual report of the Missions Committee it is difficult 
so to present the facts of the case that the Council may thoroughly under¬ 
stand the situation. The needs of Missionaries are by no means the same, 
the circumstances of different Churches are very different, and even in the 
same Church vary from time to time. And so it is that the Committe has 


never yet been able to inaugurate that uniform system of administration 
they deem so desirable. It is very easy to suggest rules to govern all our 
disbursments, but the difficulty is to find rules that instead of stimulating

pends endeavoring to make the fund at our command be of the greatest 
possible help to the greatest number. To the proper understanding of 

this whole matter, it is also necessary to know what appropriations axe 
made by the Societies of the General Church, for work within our borders, 

as your Diocesan Committee makes its appropriations with this informa¬ 
tion before them. We therefore append a table which will show these 
things clearly. The year has been in some respects a trying one, owifig 
to the many removals from our Missionary field and vacancies occurring in 
other Churches, still the work has gone steadily on. We are glad to re¬ 
port that one station, Huntington, which we have been aiding for nine 
years has now become independent, and we have good hopes that one or 
two more such may be reported next year. 


During 
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We began the year with a balance of S647.95 and received $1,451.51 
being a total of $2,099.46. We have spent for stipends as above $1,269 
and for specials in other ways as the Treasurer’s account shows $71.69, 

a total of $1,340.69, leaving to-day a credit to the fund of $758.77. This 
balance is unexpectedly large owing to the fact that some appropriations 
made during the year have on account of vacancies and other causes been 
carried back into the Treasury. This balance is chargeable with about 
$400.00 to be paid in July, but even after this reduction we will start the 
new year in good condition. 

It is hardly necessary to insist upon the prime importance of the main¬ 
tenance of this fund. We started ten years ago with about $600 sub¬ 
scribed for our Missions, and each year spending just about what we re¬ 
ceived, have reported substantially the same balance from year to year. 
Our report to the Council comes just after the Bishop’s spring visitations 
when there are more offerings than at any other time, and so we often fear 

pend upon the balance to carry us on through the dry summer and fall months. 
Although sometimes reduced down to nearly fifty dollars our Treasury has 
never been entirely empty, and we shall still depend upon our op e ev¬ 
erywhere to contribute regularly and freely to our Mission work

$500 from the Domestic Committee, and the American Church Missionary 
Society has with great liberality increased its appropriation to $1,650. This 
will enable us to put more men into the field, and we have good hopes 
that by fall we shall have a larger force than ever before. It is our earn¬ 
est hope that the liberality of the General Societies will not cause us to 
relax our efforts; we must try to retain the additional aid granted us this 
year by showing that we deserve it. We are in condition now to make 
advances not possible before. Let us have the cordial co-operation of all. 

The Missionary Committee still uses The Church News as a means of 

communication with the Diocese, and think that in other respects it fulfils 

an important mission. No Almanac was published this year but it is pro¬ 
posed instead to issue as soon after the adjournment of the Council as possi¬ 
ble, a compilation or manual which will contain such varied information 

in regard to our Church matters, as will render it valuable and interesting 
to all.

Be it ours dear brethren of the clergy, as we go in 
and out among this people, over whom the Lord hath set us in 
spiritual things, so bear ourselves in all that we say and do, that 
they may give heed to our words of counsel and of warning, and 
may always esteem us very highly in love for our work’s sake. 

During this same period of which I have been speaking, we have 
had to mourn the loss of many faithful laymen, who did their part 
nobly and left behind them the fragrance of honored names in the 
Church of Christ.

THE PROPOSED HYMNAL. 


Your attention has been formally called to the proposed revision 
of the Prayer Book. You appointed a Committee on this subject 
at the last Council, which will, no doubt, in due time report to you, 
that with the help of their deliberations, you may the more readily 
come to definite conclusions in regard to the whole matter. As this 
question has been before you for so long a time, and will, in the 
way indicated, so soon again engage vour attention, I shall not now 
consume your time by any remarks upon it. 
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But I desire to avail myself of this opportunity to speak of another 
matter which is of scarcely less importance, and which has not been, 
in the same formal way, brought to your notice. 

At the General Convention of 1886, a joint Committee was ap- 
pointed on the Hymnal, for its revision and enrichment. The result 
of their labors is now before us in the shape of a preliminary report, 
and demands more than passing notice at our hands. I should be

In other hymns also which are put under 
the heading, Holy Communion, expressions are used which would 
seem to give some countenance to what is technically known as the 
Doctrine of the Real Presence. I say nothing of any purpose in 
such additions, but I do say without fear of successful contradiction 
that by the use of nomenclature and expressions which are unknown 
to our Communion Office as it stands, and which our Church care¬ 
fully avoided when she put forth her Liturgy and Articles, that in 
the direction indicated above, this proposed Hymnal goes far beyond 
any that we have ever been accustomed to use. 

I am aware that the difficulties attending the consideration of a 
Hymnal, in a large body like the General Convention, are so great 
as to be almost if not practically insufferable. But, for all that, we 
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cannot deliver ourselves up, bound hand and foot to a Committee, 

however constituted. After having carefully noted every omission 
suggested, and read every line and every word of every new hymn that 
has been proposed, I am free to say, that in my judgement we had 
far better give up the whole idea of making any change, or having 
any enrichment whatever in our Hymnal, than adopt the report 
now submitted. 

I trust that this Diocese will speak with no uncertain sound in 
regard to this matter, for I feel that to go forth to our work tied

The total receipts during the year were $1,835.16 an d the total expendi¬ 
tures were $1,723.39, of which $1,020.00 were expended for stipends of 
Missionaries. We began the year with a balance of $758.77 in the Treas¬ 
ury and now have on hand the sum of $870.54. The various items of ex¬ 
penditure are presented in detail in the report of the Treasurer. It will 
there be seen that the amount of $703.39 disbursed in excess of the sti¬ 
pends of the Missionaries consists principally of items for traveling expen¬ 
ses of Missonaries, for printing circulars, and in aid of The Church News, 
and for the publication of the Manual. The latter was compiled by the 
Bishop and issued under the authority of your Committe. It contains 
much useful information about the Church. The expense of its publica¬ 
tion was considerable and only part of this has been met by its sale. We 
are persuaded that greater interest and more persistent effort than have 
been displayed by the Clergy of the Diocese with, perhaps, some excep¬ 
tions, would Jesuit in its larger sale and that its wide distribution in the 
Diocese would produce a more intimate acquaintance with the Church than 
now exists. Whether the Clergy will take the trouble to sell it or not, ex¬ 
perience compels us in most cases to think doubtful, but we ask at all 
events that it be not shelved. Our purpose was not to make money by it.

Looking at the work and prospects of the Diocese, it, however, reminds 
the Council that rivers are not always at flood tide, and that we are to 
beware that we become not discouraged year by year, even if we are not 
quite up to, or in advance of what we were. We must realize the reason¬ 
ableness of thestatement, that we have in all likelihood, during our first

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decade of our independent Diocesan life, reached the period of 
rapid advance that can be hoped for, perhaps in a generation, both 

regards material matters, and accessions of members. 

We must undersand our environment is a very widely scattered pop¬ 
ulation, the greater part of which has no traditional knowledge of, or 
attraction to, the government or worship of this Church; and that there 
is absent in degree from our territory that class which can be largely influ¬ 
enced by the conservatism or order of our Church; and having provided 

scattered sheep of our fold by establishing Missions, we must wait 
with patience the fruitage, and not be cast down by inability to show 
increase of contributions or communicants. There are many of our 
men who have a heavy burden to bear in this matter. Yea, our Chief 
tor knows more of its weight than any. Yet, there is evident a 
hopefulness among us. and a full assurance should possess

The Diocese has done well—there is no note of discouragement in 
what has been said—but could do so much better if every rector, parish 
and mission, would bear its share of the common burden. 

Our spiritual, upon which depend in large part our material well-be¬ 
ing, is beset by many dangers, common to the heart of man and the age 
in which we live. 

The hearts of the clergy and devout laity, are often heavy because 
the evident lack of this “root of the matter,” in many of the people, 

among us to forget the sanctity of the Lord's 
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use it for our gratification and pleasure; and the failure to have in the 
homes of the people that observance of family prayers, grace at meals 
and the instruction of the young in the principles of the Gospel, which are 
such strong and effectual means to build up our people in the true faith 

and love of the Lord J esus. 

We are not free from the presence of these evils and dangers, and must 

beware that material progress does not blind us to the necessity of mak¬ 
ing every effort to deepen the spiritual life of the people, and to get a 
clue observance of such ordinances as have been named. 

We thank God and take courage, going up with faith to possess so 
much of the land as God shall give us.

Your Committee begs leave to report: 

1st. As to the Episcopal Fund, that the year (conciliar) began with a 
balance on hand of $165.22, to which there have been added during the 
year $2,659.46. The Bisnop’s Salary has been paid to June ist, ult., and 
there was on that day a balance in the Treasury of $324.68. 

The contributions during the year, not including a few individual con¬ 
tributions, have been received from about for*:y Parishes and organized 
Missions. Last year something over fifty such points contributed and the 
total receipts were only $2,532.76. Thus though our receipts for the year 
are greater by $126.70, the number of contributing points appears to have 
decreased consideiably. 


The Trustee of this Fund calls attention to the fact that a 
communicants in the Diocese pay nothing to this fund. Your 
agrees with him in thinking that this should be corrected if pos 
2nd. .As to the Permanent Fund, the year began with $107 
Treasury. There have been added to this by interest $73.:

been expended. The Treasurer reports as now on hand $1,255.71. 

There is, of course, a steady increase in this Fund, as scarcely any of it 

is expended, but its growth is not as rapid as it should be. 

Comparatively few points perform their obligations in respect to it. 
Only 27 places contributed last year to it. Thus the average of contribu¬ 
tions was only about $4.00 from each contributing point, which certainly 
indicates lack of interest. 


But complaint cannot be properly made of the places, which do con¬ 
tribute, however little. It is of those which give nothing, that we com¬ 
plain.

But 
it is agreater objection that they would give a sanction to the reading of

As to the new address in Resolution XV, 44 Rev. Father in God," etc., 

there is a solemn formality given by this, which does not, perhaps, leave 
the distinction between the Ordination to the ministry and the reception 
and blessing of the Bishop sufficiently marked. And it is incomplete in 
leaving out the charge of the Bishop, and the answer by the clergyman 

presenting. 

Besides the rubric at the end of the Catechism seems sufficient for 
useful purposes.

The end of worship is to stimulate to obedi¬ 
ence. “To hear," in the language of the Old Testament signifies to 
obey, i, e. to hear with the inner ear. Thought is awakened that it 
might lead to action. The sense of the Divine presence summons 
to duty. Obedience is the proper vesture of the thoughts and feel¬ 
ings roused in the sanctuary.

on State of Church 


The Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report that the 
history of the work in our Diocese during the last year, given in the 
address of the Bishop, and derived from other sources at its command, 
shows evident and gratifying marks of success. It is true that there are 
some features of the work not so encouraging as others. There have 
been shades as well as sunshines. 

The work of promulgating the gospel and forwarding other interests 
of the church, has been, as usual, attended with difficulties which must 
exist, so long as many points in the Diocese continue difficult of access 
from lack of facilities for speedy travel. On account of this the available 
clerical force of the Diocese is unable to accomplish as much as could 
otherwise be done. Another difficulty in the way of rapid development 
arises from the fact that the number of clergy sufficient to meet the gro 




o 




ing demands of the church, is inadequate. While this is to be regretted, 
we note with 'thankfulness the fact that the cause has not very materially 
suffered. 

'The work done has been so effective as to testify in an unmistakable 
manner that the Lord has been with us, and though the gospel lias not 
been dispensed as extensively as the necessities of the case demand, it 

is gratifying to know that it has been taken to some of the remotest dis¬ 
tricts of the State by the few who have the work in charge. It is also 
gratifyingto know that our work is of a progressive character, as in some 
places we are among the first to raise the standard of the cross, for which 
we feel devoutly thankful.

itself and seem to offer promise of results. This has appeared to us on
